It  was  this  that  built  the  black  and  gloomy 
walls  of  the  inquisition  in  Spain  ;  that  riveted  the 
iron  cages  of  torture,  within  that  hell  in  miniature, 
which  its  founders  copied  from  the  supposed  ori¬ 
ginal.  It  was  this  that  kindlsd  the  bonfires  of  hu¬ 


man  flesh  in  England.  It  was  ibis  tliat  travelled 
across  the  broad  Atlantic,  and  reared  ihc  wliipjiing 
jiost  ■and  gallow.s  in  our  own  New-Eiigh'ind.  And 
it  is  tliis,  my  friends,  that  now  worl.cili  in  liiccdiil- 
dren  of  self-styled  Orliiodoxy. 

Finally,  brelliren — let  us  go  on  to  perfcriion — 
jiress  liirward  to  tlie  mark  for  the  jn  i/.e  of  our  liigli 
calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus — leiiing  our  good 
works  shine  liefore  men.

The  liturgy  of  the  churtdi  of  England,  is  a  stand¬ 
ing  monnmenl  of  the  pervading  power  and  genius 
of  popery.  It  also  furiii.shes  aiioi  her  iuslaiiec  iii  il;e 
caialoguc  of  jirotifs,  ilint.uf  ;ill  the  suhjeeis  wldeli 
may  need  relorm,  that  wliieh  relaiis  to  religion,  is 
the  very  last  that  mankind  will  etunmenee, or  cv»  n 
tolerate,  A  drt'.ad  of  innovatioa — ol'  breaking  up 
tlie  sirong  foundalioiis  ol' ancient  insiitution.s — of 
possible,  eon-'-equenees  on  the  puhiic  mind,  win  ii 
once  set  at  liberty  from  llie  restralnis  of  a  I'ower- 
ful  csluhlishmeni  ;  and,  al;ove  all,  ilic  supposed 
sacredness  of  the  suhjeei,  eondaiie  to  pi  riicliiatu 
the  most  absurd  theories  and  prat.iiees,  once  dig- 
nilied  with  ilie  name  of  rtdlgiou.  'J'lit  se  (  tuisi- 
ih'ratioiis  have  douhlless  liad  their  lii'd  share  ot  iii- 
ffiienee  in  perpeUmling  the  Eiiglisli  liiuigy,  willi 
all  its  obsolete  institutions, cxiires.'iou.s  and  usages, 
in  (lesj)iic  of  the  progress  of  ilie  human  mind. 

The  follovvingqiiolaiion  from  Air.  Buck's  I'heo- 
logieal  Dielioiiary,  is  perlnaps  as  corret  I  an  e[)iloiii« 
of  the  history  of  the  liturgy,  tis  any  olliei,  and  in 
the  most  coridtnstMl  fomi.  “Tin:  liinrgy  of  the 
ehnreh  of  England,  was  composed  in  the  year 
lo7L  and  esiahlished  in  tlie  .seeond  year  of  King 
Edward  VH.  In  llic  fifth  yetir  ol  tliis  king  it  >va* 
reviewcil,  because  some  things  were  eciilniiied  in 
that  liturgy,  which  showed  a  (omplianee  with  the 
supers’tiiion  d'  those  limes,  and  some  excejilion* 
were  taken  against  it  by  some  leanied  men  M 
home,  and  by  Calvin  abroad,  Si;me  alteration* 
were  iiKule  in  it,  which  consisted  in  adding  tlie 
general  confession  and  absoliiiioii,  and  the  (oniniii- 
nion  to  begin  with  the  ten  eommaiulments.  The 
use  of  oil  in  confirmation,  and  exiruiie  unction, 
were  left  nut  :  and  also  praye  rs  for  !^oiil.s  departed, 
and  >vhat  related  to  a  belie  f  of  Christ’s  real  pre¬ 
sence  in  the  euediarist.  I'his  liimgv  so  reformed, 
was  esfnhlislied  by  acts  eif  tin;  filth  and  sixth  eif 
Edward  VI.  ch.  1.  However,  it  was  abolished  by 
(Jiieen  Mary,  who  enacted  that  the  .set vice  should 
stand  as  it  was  meist  comniuiily  used  in  the  last 
year  of  King  Henry  VIII.  Thai  eif  Edward  A'l, 
>vas  cstahlisheel  with  seimc  alterations  by  Eliza¬ 
beth.  Some  further  alteralion.s  were  iiitreidueed 
in  conseepienee  e'f  the  review  of  the  Common 
Prayer  Bonk,  by  oreler  of  King  James,  in  the  first 
year  of  his  reign;  jiarticularly  in  tlie  eillice  eif  pri¬ 
vate  bajiiism,  in  several  riihries,  and  either  jiae- 
sages,  with  tlie  addition  of  five  or  six  now  prayers 
and  thanksgivings,  and  all  tliat  part  of  the  Cate¬ 
chism  w'liicli  contains  the  doctrine  of  the  sacra¬ 
ments.  The  Benikof  Common  Prayer  so  altered, 
remained  in  force  from  the  first  ycarof  King  James, 
to  the  fourteenth  eif  Cliarlcs  II.  The  last  review 
of  tlie  liturgy  was  in  the  year  Kifll.  Many  sup¬ 
plications  have  been  since  made  for  a  roiew,  but 
xvithout  success.” 

1.  On  tlie  foregoing  quotation  we  may  remark, 
that  there  is  a  great  and  obvious  similarity  between 
the  Roman  and  English  ritual.
